The ferocious philanthropists of oar elder
Seward organ, whose political platform has
been whittled down to universal niggerdom.
are perfectly rabid at our suggestion that the
admishlon of Kansas as a slaveholdang
State, may comprehend the ultimate issue of
union or disunion. Consulting that baWuce of
power between the two sections, ao essential to
the security of the Sonth in these tatter days,
we have said that the South have the right to
ask that Kansas shall be admitted into the
Union as a Southern State. Now, mirk the
implacable wrath of our Seward negro-loving
brethren. They say that :." If a more inso¬
lently audacious proposition than this on the
part of the oligarchy can be framed or sug¬
gested, it is one pant our powers of conception.
And if the re is a lower deep of meanness, ser¬

vility and poltroonery into which their North
ern servitors can descend than to back such a

proposition, that also is also fathomless for our

penetration."' And they further say that, "if
the people of the free States are capable of
listening for an instant to the humiliating
threat, they deserve the eternal brand of cow¬
ard and slavery."

All this may be very fine as a violent out¬
burst of abolition indignation; but it does not
touch the merits of the question. The is*ue is,
thall Kansas be admitted into the Union or re¬

jected, if her application is based upo#a consti¬
tution recognizing the existence and providing
for the protection of the Southern in¬
stitution of slavery within her borders ?
We beliave that the Southern squatters
now hold the ascendancy in the Territory;
tbat they will coutinue to hold it ; that they
will give shape to the ullimate institutions of
Kansas, and that she will be admitted into the
Union as a slaveholding State, notwithstini-
ing this prevailing anti-slavery furore through¬
out the North. With a view to the restoration
of that equilibrium of power which they nave
heretofore held in the federal Senate, we have
said that the South have the right to demand
the concession of Kansas to them, and th it the
good sense of the country will, in good time,
appreciate the justice and sound policy of this
concession.
For this we are told that "the open audacity

of the [Southern] oligarchy, and their North¬
ern tools, is only equalled by their iniquity
and violence." But it so happens that instead
of being the '-tool" of the "oligarchy" we are

opposed to auy oligarchy, and have never been
the "tool" of any, whether a United States
Bank oligarchy, a spoils administration oli¬
garchy, or a seditious sectional Seward oli¬
garchy. Our platform has been, is, and will
be, the Constitution and the Union, against all
conspiracies and all oligarchies. But we are

no negro worshippers; nor do we believe that
Universal negro emancipation would usher in
the millen'um. We believe in the lights of
revelation and the tests and proofs of history
and experience. We believe that the blacks of
the South are doing very well as they are;
that emancipation would be ruinous to them and
disastrous to the white race. We kuow that
the whites of the South believe that their
security from the bloody scenes of St. Domin¬
go depends upon this institution of slavery ;
and we know that they will secede from the
Union rather than consent to open the door to
the abolitionists and the hazards of a servile
insurrection. Hence the vital importance of
this Kansas Territory to the South. It is the
issue to them of positive safety or positive dan¬
ger, while to the Njrth, upon the subject of
slavery, it is at best but a question of mock
philanthropy and falee pretences.
We must adhere to the spirit of the original

compact of the constitution, or this Union can¬

not last. It was established only after certain
concessions to the South were given.a toree-
11! the representation of their slaves in the fed¬
eral enumeration for Congress, a continuation
of the African slave trade to the year 18US,
and a positive binding obligation for the return
of fugitive slaves to their ousters, being con¬

spicuous among these concessions. Frjm 1789
to 1812 the slavery question was quietly inm

aged; for most of the Northern States were

directly interested in slavery to a later day
and in the African slave traffic down t" the
year of itj constitution il expiration Mean¬
time questions of finance and foreign policy
were predominant. But in 1812. when the fed- .

eralists of N>'\y England received their death
blow in the success of the \yar policy ot the re¬

publican party, the former in the Hartford Con¬
vention, as a lost expedient for political capi¬
tal in the North, op ned this Pandora's box of
the slavery agitation, and scattered abroad
those seeds of mischief, to the bitter fruits of'
which there seems to be no end.
The first crop of 'bc.-c seeds ot discord aod

confu«ion ripened into tfe Missouri agitation
of 1811).20. And the compromise which wis

then agreed upon was not a constitutional o<»»

but an extra con^titut'ooal truce upon tho
spoils of the Presidency. Messrs. Clvy , Calhoun^
Crawford and Jacks >n, tour ospimg Soitoeru
canuid&tes for Northern votes were in the field.

With our vjst acquisitions from Mexico, by the
treaty of peace of 18-48, the general Issue as¬

sumed a most compl< x and threatening char¬
acter, when there wiw nno'.taer settlement ia

1850, partly upon the old Missouri fallacy;
but to a far greater extent upon the constitu¬
tional landmarks of State and popular sove¬

reignly. In 1851 the desperate straits of an

imbecile administration suggested tho repeal of
the remnant of the Missouri restrictions, and
it was repealed. The Territories of Kansas and
Nebraska were accordingly organized, leaving
it to the people of each to determine their local
institutions for themselves; and thh brings us
to the immediate question in hand.
The test question Is to be Kansas. The Ter¬

ritory is open to the people of both sections,
with or without their slaves, at least until the
authorized people shall have finally settled
that matter. Squatters from both sections,
some with the ir sluves, are going in, and not a
few Kithrut slaves, who are in favor of recog¬
nising the institution. The anti-slavery socie¬
ties have boast* d. and mnnaced all sorts of »cr
rlble things against the slaveholders who may
venture there. Tho slaveholders have act¬
ed accordingly. There have been in the Terri¬
tory of late some unlawful proceedings, the
ratnral consequcnces of a Kcal (jovrrninent
jacked by a free soil admlnis'ration to Adraoo?

the Interests of free soil land speculators and
the. anti-slavery cause. But we still b-lieve
?jiat the South bave a legitimate majority in
the Territory, that they will make it good,
make Kansas a slave S ate, and that this being
done, they have the unquestionable right to
demand the admission ot Kansas as a slave
State into the Union.
The administration, through its favorite free

soil Governor, Reeder, may continue to play
into the hands of his land speculators and our
Northern anti-slavery emigration companies;
but the people of Missouri, Arkansas and
other Southern States apprecia>e their danger
and the vital importance of saving Kansas
from the grasp of the abolitionists. Lookiug
to the necessity, at this crisis of the sUvery
agitation. the p<rmaneiit necessity of a posi¬
tive balance of power in the South agains-
Northern aggressions, we say that had Con¬
gress ihe power the South would have the
right to demand the establishment of flavery
in the Territory by act of Congress. But the
question is wiih the settlers of the Territory
and if the South are most active, the victory
ib theirs, the State is theirs, and as such, if we
aim to deal justly and honoribly, it must be
admitted into the Union. We cannot refuse it.

But, as we understand it, it is the fixed policy
of the Northern anti slavery league, including
Seward, his followers, and his organs to reject
the application of Kansas if she asks for ad¬
mission with a State constitution in favor of
Southern slavery. Arc there not two sides to
this question? Viewed in any light, it is the
policy of the South. the vital policy of self-
pros- rvation.to resist any further additions to
the preponderance which the North now pos¬
sesses in the Senate at Washington. Consult¬
ing this policy, then, we repeat ttat this K insos

question may become the test of union or dis¬
union. Meantime our Northern vagabond
intermcddlers, fanatics and scheming agitators,
in connection with this Pierce administration,
are responsible for what has occurred in Kan¬
sas, and for the ultimate results of this ugly
and ominous territorial imbroglio. The people
of the South will look out for their own sa^ty
and future security; It is for North to say
whether there shall be union or disunion.

The Position of Austria.
The whole European war turns upon the con¬

duct of Austria. If the Austrian Emperor ful¬
fils his treaty with the Western Powers, and.tae
conditions now plainly accomplished, pr ce d
to act oirensively against Russia, the disasters
ol the Crimean campaign may be repaired. It,
on the contrary, Austria adheres to her heredi¬
tary policy, and either gives to the Czar toe
open support ol her armies or the equally effi¬
cient moral support of her armed neutrality
and occupation of the Turkish Provinces, the
wur will at once assume Continental propor¬
tions, and it would baffle the wisest to foreiell
how it may end.

All reasonable probabilities point to the lat¬
ter as the most likely course for the young
Emperor to pursue. By espousing the cause ol
the Western Powers against Russia, Austria
would inaugurate a new era in her policy, en¬

tirely at variance with historical precedeut,
and popular bias. Once, in modern times, the
Austrian soldiers marcoed against Russia; but
though they then had no choice but to obey the
master spirit who pressed them into his ranks,
though they could console themselves with he
reflection that they were in the Bervice of the
husband of an Austriau princess, they marched
with the utmost reluctance, abaudoned their
ally at the first opportunity, and gave Napo¬
leon cause to mark, as the greatest of his faults
on that disastrous expedition, his having trust¬
ed in the f»ith of Austria so far as to leave her
at liberty to turn against him when
bis eagles were away. On the other hand,
principle and policy alike indie ite that
the Czar and the Ilapsburg should
be friends. Principle, because their govern¬
ments are based on the same theory, rest on

the same foundition, look to the same end. l'o-
licy, because independent of national consider¬
ation, they have between them and u ider
them, a host of small races whicti th >y have 9 ib-
jugattd and hold in thraldom; which, were

there ever so slight a chance, would rise in re¬
bellion to regain their separate nationality, and
the success of one would be the success of all.
Poland, Hungary, Gallicia, Servia, and num¬

berless scattered trilns of the Sclavonic fa¬

mily are ready now, as they have been read /
for years, to rise in arms if but the smallest
chance < ffers: a war between thvir two o^pres
sors would afford them the best of opportimi
tics. These motives would be enough, eveu

without the additional incentive growing out of
family connexions between the Romanoffs and
the JIapshurgs, to ensure a firm alliance under
ordinary circumstances, between Russia and
Austria. Nicholas show- d his appreci -tioo of
the importance of remaining on good terms
with hie neighbor when he lent his troops to

suppress the Hungariau movement in 1848.
The question whether Austria wiU. s ) soon atr.er
that signal service, resolve to pursue Jhe op¬
posite course and repudiate the alliance which
in a measure has been the means ol her aggraa
dizenunt on one side atd h> r safety 011 the
other, is the one to be decided.

what to worse, its credit is bad. Shut out from
the exchanges of London and Paris, the Em-
peror would find himself hard pressed to pro-
vide the means for a single campaign. His
half m llion of soldiers might turn against hits,
bs Austrian troops hare done before, and their
very efficiency which is his streng'h, might
pro?? liis ruin in the event of financial trouble.

Still, the news from Vienna has a decided
leaning towards the Russian side of the #quur-
rel. Though tho allies hare not taken a

step in diplomacy in which Austria has
not fully coDcamd, her armies are
meanwhile consolidating their teaare of
the Principalities setting free the Rus¬
sian division assigned to that line of opera
t'ous, and menacing the liae of the Balkans
without enabling Turkey to meet threat by
ihieat, or even invasion by defence. The calm
confidence displayed by the Russian Court is
not without foundation. The school ot Russo-
Austria is not extinct. If Austria had meant
to join the allies, why did she let their army go
to pieces before Sebastopol? If she did not ex¬

pect to share in Russia'^ conquests, why did
she prevent Omer Pasha driving Gortschukoff
out of the Principalities? Trickery and de¬
ception delude for awhile; but events follow
<ach other rapidly. Nations must act, aud
mere words soon cease to have any weight.
Seward Misuki-rkskntations..The lesser

Seward organ continued an article yes- >Uy
intended to injure the Know Nothiugs, by mis¬
representing them and the people of this State.

It stated that the re-election of Mr. Seward
to the United States Senate, and the passage

of nfiti-efavery resolutions by the Legislature
proved that the bulk of the people of this State
belonged to the anti-slavery party. This is
cot true. Mr. Seward's election was the resale
of a trick, a fraud; among the men who voted
lor him were many of the most corrupt politi¬
cians in the State, men who sold thensclves
openly for various considerations the same in¬
tact who came here and got drunk, thm went
to Albany aud passed the Prohibitory Liquor
law. The fact was. the anti-slavery party be¬
fore tho last election had no strength at all
worth mentioning, as it* leaders found when
they tried to organise the great republican
party which was to sweep all the elections at
the North, aud make William H Seward Presi¬
dent in 1856. It made nomination-* at Sara¬
toga, but the cat dilates w ould never have been
heard of again hau they not been adopted aud
endorsed by the temperance party, and half a

dozen other sectional aud sectarian cliques and
associations. Alter all, with all the temper¬
ance and all the anti-slavery, aud ail the faua
tical strength of the State, they were left in a

decided minority, having less, we believe, on
an average, than one-third the total vote
polled. What abominable impudence it is after
this to say that the anti- slavery men are a ma¬

jority in this State !
Nor are the misrepresentations of Mr.

Se ward's lesser organ in relation to the pro¬
ceedings of the Know Nothing Convention at
Syracuse less impudent. It states that r.he
convention split upon slavery. There was ho

approach to anything of the kind. The subject
woe broached thrice. Once when a man of the
name of Chubbuck, an adherent of Mr. Seward,
was caught in the convention room, aud was

expelled as an intruder. A second time, when
it was understood, by unanimous consent, that
the relations of the Order on the subject of
slavery, being a point of national poliucs.
shoulu be left to the National Council, and no'
discussed at a State Council which of course

could only speak for itself. A third time when
the State Council of New York exposed its
utter avexsion for disorganizes and dhunion-
ists. Mr. Seward's organ is wholly uuder a
